The Muddle in the Police 
Department. 


IT 
BREAKS 
OUT 
AFRESH. 


TIip Very Latest Developments in 
the G reat Soldiers Home 
at S anta Monica. 
• 


A star chamber seaBion of the Board 
of Police Commissioners was a feature of 
Thursday’s proceedings of that body. 
This session was held about half an hour 
prior to the holding of the regalar open 
Board meeting. It was held in Mayor 
Workman’s office, and there were pre­ 
sent the Mayor, President of the Coun­ 
cil Humphreys and Chief of Police 
Cuddy, The session was short lived, 
but one during which much business was 
done of importance to both the Police 
force and the public generally. 
At the opening of the session His Hon­ 
or the Mayor, demanded that action at 
once be taken to rid the force of what he 
chose to term “disreputable characters.” 
He said that he knew of men employed 
on the force who were worthless and 
dissolute. Chief Cuddy asked him to 
name the men. The Mayoi could not do 
so, and then qualified his statement by re­ 
marking that 
public 
rumor had it 
that men on the force were addicted to 
the use of intoxicants. Mr. Humphreys 
seconded the Mayor in his move. Mayor 
Workman then, aided by Mr. Hum­ 
phreys, tried to got Chief Cuddy's con­ 
sent to the dismissal of either eight or 
ten members of the force. This the Chief 
refused to give. He stated that he knew 
of no instance where a member of the 
force got drunk while on duty. He did 
not favor the dismissal of any capable 
man from the force without cause. 
There were two to one against the Chief 
of the Police Department. It was decided 
first to summarily dismiss ten members 
of the force, and then the Mayor aud Mr. 
Humphreys consented to allow the Chief 
to first ask of eight men their resigna­ 
tions. A list of those the Mayor and Mr. 
Humphreys wanted dismissed was given 
the Chief and then the meeting in star 
chamber was adjourned. 
The eight men who are to be dismissed 
are among the oldest men on the force. 
One of them has officiated as a non­ 
commissioned officer on two occasions, 
and one is the oldest mounted officer on 
the force. 
Chief Cuddy informed all the men last 
night of the action of the Board. He 
stated that he did so on the order of a 
majority of 
the Commissioners, the 
Mayor and Mr. Humphreys. He will 
officially request, by letter, the men to 
resign to-day or to-morrow. It was only 
latT lást night, and after much effort, 
that a H erald man ascertained the re­ 
sult of the star chamber session of Thurs­ 
day. 
The H e r a l d man saw Mayor Work­ 
man during the afternoon and asked him 
if it was not the fact that the Commission 
had decided to discharge at least eight 
policemen. The Mayor was emtremeiy 
non-committal. He referred the reporter 
to Chief Cuddy. Pressed for a response 
he invited the reporter to accompany 
him to Orange street, where some ex­ 
tended improvements are contemplated. 
The reporter, not to be outdone, again 
pressed the Mayor for an answer. Final­ 
ly Mayor Workman said; “.Yes; we 
liave decided to make some changes. We 
shall dismiss some men. I don’t want it 
published, though. They will be die 
missed for cause. That is all I have to 
,eay.” 
A few policemen know of the action of 
the Board and fearing farther summary 
work, are wearing anxious faces. 
Mounted Officer Santiago Arguello, ex* 
Sergeant Jeiixies,Officers Doyle, Camocy, 
O'Brien, Dunne, McDonald and Dillion 
will receive the following note from Chief 
Cuddy: 
“Office Chief of Police—Per order of 
the Board of Police Commissioners I am 
directed to inform you that your resigna­ 
tion as a member of the Los Angeles 
Police force will be accepted.Respectfully, 
T. J. C u d d y , 
’ 
Chief of Police.”

modating twenty-five persons, but this is 
already crowded. Some of the arrivals 
are decerpit, old men, and we cannot, of 
course, turn them away, bat it is scandal­ 
ous to bring them here under such false 
pretenseB, for in most cases they have been 
comfortable in their old quarters and we 
are compelled to crowd them into the 
place we have erected. 
Everything is 
going bn fairly well as regards the busi­ 
ness before us. 
To-morrow the bids for 
the water supply are to be opened and 
we will then make all arrangements for 
the storage and handling of the preci­ 
ous fluid. 
The $100,000 to provide for 
the waterworks was, as you know,thrown

The Charter Moving Along in 
Popular Grooves. 


T H E 
BOARD 
OF H EAL TH. 


Street Assessments Discussed Bat 
no Results Reached—Left Over 
to Next Meeting. 


The Board of Freeholders met yester­ 
day afternoon, Mayor Bonebrake in the 
chair, and Messrs. Moore, Estadillo, 
Mackey, 
Mansfield, 
Dunkelberger, 
Brown, Scott, Day, Baldwin. Robinson 
and Dr. Kurtz, present. 
The sections relating to the fees of of­ 
ficers were read and adopted. 
On motion of Mr. Day the section of 
the charter relating to the educational 
department was laid over for one week. 
The provisions of the defeated charter 
relative to the government of the Public 
Library were read and adopted without 
change except that the number of Di­ 
rectors was fixed at five instead of nine. 
The article relating to the police was 
then taken up. Upon the request of 
General Mansfield it warn explained 
the Council under the charter is empow­ 
ered to appoint four citizens who, with 
the Mayor, shall constitute the Board of 
Police Commissioners. This Board lias 
the appointing of the Chief of Police, am1 
as a section of the charter provides that 
the appointing body shall have the powai 
of removal, the Chief of Police is madi 
directly responsible to the Commission* 
ere. 
The article was adopted as read, sg 
also were the articles relating to thf 
Police Courts and the Fire Department. 
On motion of Mr. Mackey the Council 
was empowered to appoint four mem­ 
bers of the Board oi Health, and the 
appointing power was taken out of the 
hands of the Mayor. It was also pro­ 
vided that three members of the Board 
shall constitute a quorum. 
Mayor Workman appeared at this time 
and assumed the chair. 
A section providing that the Health 
Officer shall lie 30 years of age was 
stricken out of the defected charter, after 
which all the sections relative to the 
Health Department were referred to Dr. 
Kuhrls for revision. 
Mayor 
Workman suggested that a 
great deal of opposition to the proposed 
charter had arisen from a section giving 
the power to the Board of Health of re­ 
moving sick people to the Pest Honse 
from all residences. 
General Mansfield agreed with the 
Mayor and moved to ttrike this section 
out. 
Major Bonebrake thought that the 
Board of Health Bhould have this right. 
Messrs. Brown, Robinson and Mackey 
said that they were certain that such a 
Srevision 
would effect 
the charter, 
lavor Workman said that this ground 
could be covered by an ordinance passed 
by the Council. 
" 
Mr. Scott said he had heard more than 
fifty people object to the defeated charter 
on this ground alone. 
Colonel Dunkelberger said that some 
provision should be made to make it a 
mandatory to require a certain amount 
of cubic space for eacli sleeping inhabit­ 
ant of a room. 
Major Bonebrake moved that all that 
part of a section providing that the prop­ 
erty owners on side streets on the hiJls 
shall have a right to protest to the chang­ 
ing of the grades, be stricken out. 
General Mansfield, Messrs. Robinson 
and Mackay opposed to the motion on 
the ground that the grading of the streets 
would not benefit the property on the 
hills and that tunnels under the hill 
would be better than cute. 
Major Bonebrake’s motion was lost by 
a vote of 8 to 5. 
. 
Col. Dunkelberger objected to a sec­ 
tion providing for the payment of the 
sewering of the streets by the property 
owners. It was explained that this sec­ 
tion was not mandatory, 
General Mftílcüeid submi ted a resolu­ 
tion, PiOvidihg tilt*, where the City Coun­ 
cil declares a grade or a sewer á public 
necessity, the improvement shall be paid 
for bv the city. 
Col. Dunkelberger desired a section In­ 
serted, provided that when grades or im­ 
provements are to be made on streets al­ 
ready accepted the city shall pay for the 
work. 
It was discovered th at another section 
of the charter provided for this question, 
and the m atter was laid over until that 
section Bhould be reached. 
On motion of General Mansfield the 
Board adjourned in order to gfc*e those 
who desire, a chance to appear and pre­ 
sent their views on that part of the char­ 
ter relating to grading and changes of 
grades.

A H e r a ld reporter visited Santa Mon­ 
ica yesterday for the purpose of obtain­ 
ing information regarding the new lines 
being built to that place. 
First in importance is the Los Angeles 
County Railroad, which starts from the 
Sisters’ Hospital on Broadway Avenue 
and runs over the line to Burbank as far 
as the junction, a distance of %% miles 
from the starting point. It then turns to 
the foothills and runs through Prospect 
Park, Melrose, Senator Cole’s ranch, and 
Hammel & Denker’s property, after 
which it reaches the town of SunBet. 
Here a deviation of about three-quarters 
of a mile has been made from the orig- 
mllj 
planned 
route so as to reach 
the Soldiers’ Home, which the road di­ 
rectly passes. 
It then heads over at 
an angle toward the Southern Pacific, 
with which it runs parallel for a distance 
of about 3,500 feet into Santa Monica, at 
some points the two lines being not more 
than 100 yards apart. 
The road reaches 
Santa Monica at the junction of Railroad 
avenue and Seventeenth street, and runB 
down the avenue in a bee line for the 
ocean. At Fourth street the country 
dips and trestle work will have to be 
constructed the rest of the way to the 
ocean bluff, a distance of three blocks. 
The maximum height to be trestled is at 
the crossing of Third street, where fifteen 
foot timbers will be required, and at 
Second street there is another deep gully 
and thirteen foot supports will be neces­ 
sary. The road will cut through the bridge 
crossed by Vawter’s street car line and 
will run on to the bluff immediately west 
of the Pavilion. At this spot will be 
erected a large depot, which will be the 
central point for the Santa Monica busi­ 
ness. The line, however, will not termi­ 
nate there, but will turn west and grad­ 
ually descend the bluffs until it reaches 
the beach, along which it will run to a 
point about halt way to the Santa Monica 
cafion. Here Messrs. Jones and Baker 
have donated a site for a pavilion for the 
soldiers, and the veterans will be carried 
down there, where there will be private 
bathing-rooms and other accommoda­ 
tions. This extension is a new feat­ 
ure in the history of the road, and 
it will be one of the most picturesque 
routes of travel on the Pacific Coast, as 
.the descent will be very gradual and there 
will be a magnificent view from the cars, 
of the ocean as it sweeps into the bay. 
Regarding the work done on the road, 
the rough grading is completed along the 
entire line as far as Fourth street. Santa 
Monica, that is, the earth has been all 
leveled for the ties. A good deal of labor 
will have to be expended, however, on 
culverts and bridges, quite a number of 
which are necessary, and these vet re 
main to be constructed. The timber for 
them is all on hand, and a gang of bridge- 
men are employed in the initiatory part 
of this 
work. 
The 
trestle-work at 
Santa Monica will be a mammoth affair 
and will entail the use of 30,000 feet of 
lumber, which is now on the way in 
BChooners from Puget Sound. Track has 
been laid for two and one-half miles from 
the Los ADgeles junction; that is, as far 
as Prospect Park, 
and here a halt has 
been made to enable the bridgemen to 
finish their labors. The steel, fishplates, 
epikes, etc., are all on hand, 1300 tons of 
iron being ready, 900 tons of which are 
at Burbank, and 400 tons at the Sisters’ 
Hospital, so that when work is com­ 
menced the supply can be run in from 
both ends. The ties, 50,000 in number, 
are all on hand, and will be distributed 
as soon as the roadbed is ready. The 
contractors 
state 
that they can lay 
the track 
on the 
entire line 
in 
twenty-five days, so it is probable that 
the road will be ready for operation by 
the middle of August. 
According to the 
franchise granted by the Santa Monica 
people, the road was to be running into 
that town by July 1st, but on Monday 
last Mr. Shaw, President of the road, 
appeared before the Board of Trustees 
and a«ked for an extension of 90 days. 
He stated that unforeseen difficulties had 
arisen to impede progress. And as the 
Trustees were satisfied that good work 
was being done, they 
granted 
the 
privilege required. 
Mr. Shaw stated 
that the road would probably be in oper­ 
ation by August 1st, or at auy rate short­ 
ly after that date. Some of the delays re­ 
ferred to were caused by injunctions being 
servec on the road by people who ob­ 
jected to granting a right of way, but 
these have been removed and all is now 
plain sailing. The line will be seventeen 
and a half miles in length between the 
Sisters’ Hospital and the ocean, and the 
directors state that they will have a 
schedule time of forty-two minutes.

_ As yet nothing has been done regard­ 
ing the ocean air line projected by 
Messrs. E. Germain, Flash, Reach, Ha- 
Icy and Crippin and which has a right of 
way from Ninth street, Los Angeles, to 
Santa Monica, via The Palms. As 6tated 
in the H e r a ld a few days ago, the direc­ 
tors of the road have everything ready, 
but a proposition has been made to them 
to

This line after leaving 
Los Angeles it may possibly start from 
the terminus of the electric railroad; will 
keep on the north side of the Southern 
Pacific track to the Palms, where it will 
cross and run straight for Eighth street 
in East Santa Monica. 
It will then 
run along Eighth street to Pennsylvania 
avenue, to the extension of Fourth street, 
thence along Fourth street to Front 
street, to the intersection of 
Ocean 
avenue. Here connection will be made 
with Vawter’s horse-car line, which has 
a franchise for steam, and the cars could 
therefore be run to a central point in 
front of the Hotel Arcadia. 
THE CALIFORNIA CENTRAL. 
A statement was made in the H e r a ld 
a few days ago to the effect that the Cali­ 
fornia Central had decided to build to 
Santa 
Monica, 
with a line leaving 
Redondo Beach track at a point two 
miles below Inglewood and two and one- 
half miles above Bal Iona. It would then 
head round the Ballena slough and run 
across the marsh direct to Santa Monica, 
• distance of about five miles. The 
right-of-way for this has been granted by 
Messrs. Jones & Baker, and that the 
line will be built is asssred, as grading 
has been done on Lucas avenue so as to 
hold the right-of-way.

It W ill be Transferred to tnc 
Shortly* 
The line between Polhemusand Tustin 
is reported as nearly ready for the loco­ 
motives and will doubtless be put in op­ 
eration shortly. 
It will first have to go 
through the regular routine performed 
whenever the Southern Pacific builds a 
new line. These addit • s are construct­ 
ed by the Pacific Improvement Com­ 
pany (practically the Southern Pacific) 
and are then reported to the operating 
department of the Soutnem Pacific as 
ready. 
Then Superintendent of Track 
Curtis inspects the new track and if 
everything is satisfactory reports in favor 
of acceptance at headquarters. The road 
is then formally transferred and becoraeB 
part of the Southern Pacific system.

The term Catarrh is applied to a peculiar dis­ 
order of the nostrils and adjacent parts, which 
revails to nn alarming extent, ana is product- 
e of very serious consequences.

ture is a morbid discharge from the head, vary­ 
ing in its nature at different time-'. In some 
there is an almost constant flow of clear, acrid 
fluid, but oftener an offensive, purulent, or 
muco-purulent, greeni6h-yellTw matter la se­ 
creted. which accumulates in the nostrils or 
drops into the throat, necessitating its frequent 
removal by blowing the b o s c or expectoration, 
and often by both processes. Sometimes pa 
tients feel as though their whole head was iu a 
state of rottenness, so great is the amount of 
matter discharged and so fetid is its odor. The 
patient is greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping into the throat of the morbid matter from 
the head, and as a recumbent position natur­ 
ally favors the flow downward, his rest is fre­ 
quently disurbed from this cause. Mauy suffer­ 
er! ar« obliged to lie with the head very much 
elevated In order to sleep with some degree 
of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid snd offensive phlegm 
collects behind and above the soft palate, in 
the passage between tho throat and head, ad­ 
hering to the parts with gluish tenacity. Its 
lodgement embarrasses respiration and creates 
a sensation of irritation and unearinesi in the 
affected locality, which gives rise to a constant 
and almoBt irresistible desire to relieve the dii- 
comfort by drawing the mucus into the throat, 
so as to eject it by the mouth. This practice, 
popularly known as “hawking,” is chaiacter-

This condition is in­ 
dicative of ulceration, which, in time may de¿- 
troy the bony structure of the nose and produ e 
a subsequent flattening of that organ. 
Coses are occasionally met with in which a 
thick, viscid, slimy secretion coats the mem­ 
brane of the nasal cavities, and then putrifics, 
giving rise to a stench which is really overpow­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison the atmos­ 
phere of a whole room: and there are others in 
which all the secretions of the membrane are 
suspended, cauBicg an unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, heat acd leverishness in the head and 
nose—a condition popularly known as “Dry 
Catarrh.”

agent of great corporations, and that he 
h as effusively and actively sympathized 
w ith the interests he gladly championed 
lor a 
fee. 
At 
the 
present 
writ­ 
ing 
we 
know 
of 
no 
case 
in which Gen. Harrison prostituted 
a public trust to bis personal emolument, 
although, being a Republican politician, 
and compulsorily a statesman, as that 
range of goods go, from bis present ex­ 
alted status, 
such developments are 
liable to be chronicled at any tim e. But 
as to Levi P. Morton the case is entirely 
different. 
As to this manifold million­ 
aire paragraphs 
are floating 
around 
which show th a t he reproduces in his 
person the worst phases of the regulation 
politician of the Blaine and John Sher­ 
m an type. We encounter in our ex­ 
changes passages which speak of Levi 
P. Morton’s connection with the “ So- 
ciete Generóle de Credit Industriel et 
Commercial” while he was the United 
States Minister to France, and the testi­ 
mony taken by the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs in the Chili-Peruvian 
investigation in 1882, is now being care­ 
fully studied for campaign uses. Mr. 
M orton need not be surprised, therefore, 
if he finds the Democrats making use of 
th e fact th at while he was M inister to 
France he became, as a member of the 
firm of Morton, Bliss & Co., interested

Morton 
appears to have been fully mixed up 
w ith this inglorious escapade, which al­ 
most rivaled,Blaine’s surrender of Amer­ 
ican citizens of Irish birth who were im­ 
m ured in British prisons. It is a very 
regrettable circumstance that you can 
scarcely ever strike a distinguished Re­ 
publican official who is not imbued with 
th a t fine instinct of the horse leech’s 
daughter, which impelled her to look to 
th9 practical usufruct of ordinary affairs, 
and which in her case was embodied in 
th e dam nable iteration of “ give, give.”

P o r t l a n d , July 6 .—W m . 
Landreth 
was hanged at Dallas, to-day, for the 
m uider of his step-daughter, at Inde­ 
pendence, January 29th. 
H e was con­ 
fined in prison at Salem until this morn­ 
ing, when the Sheriff of Polk county 
arrived with a wagon to take him to 
Dallas. 
H e had displayed little or no 
concern at hiB fate until just before 
reaching Dallas, when he wept profusely. 
At Dallas Rev. T. T. Royal remained 
about fifteen minutes with the prisoner, 
praying earnestly for him . At 10:30 the 
Sheriff began dressing the prisoner for 
execution, and offered him some brandy, 
of which he drank considerable. In re­ 
sponse to inquiries he repeated his form­ 
er assertions, th at he killed the girl be­ 
cause she ruined him in the estimation 
of his neighbors. 
H e denied having im­ 
proper reli t ons with her, but confessed 
he 
was 
suspicious of 
her cenduct 
with 
others. 
At 
12:20 
Landreth 
was led from the cell so weak he 
could hardly stand. H e painfully as­ 
cended the scaffold steps and took a 
chair on the trap where he sat with 
pallid 
countenance, closed eyes and 
chattering teeth, his lips moving as if in 
prayer and his fingers nervously clutch­ 
ing a white handkerchief, while the 
Sheriff read the death w arrant. Turning 
to the quivering murderer, Sheriff Smith 
asked him if he had anything to say, and 
he answered almost inaudibly, “ No, 
nothing.” At 12:27 Landreth was as­ 
sisted 
to 
his 
feet, 
the 
chair 
removed and his arm s firmly strapped 
from behind, and his feet bound closely 
together. 
His face was turned and the 
black cap drawn over his head. • The 
noose was adjusted and drawn tight with 
the knot under the right ear. 
Landreth 
meantime was weakly swaying to and 
fro, and had to be supported by his exe­ 
cutioner while preparations were mak­ 
ing. 
Sheriff 8m ith then asked, “ Are 
you ready?” and being answered by si­ 
lence gave the signal to Sheriff Croisan, 
who sprang the trap at 1 o’clock, and 
Landreth was swung into eternity. 
His 
neck was broken instantly. Hi’s pulse 
beat 85. at four m inutes 120. atsix minutes 
140,and thereafter interm ittent and then 
ceased entirely. 
The body remained 
motionless during the whole timeí there 
being no exterior evidence whatever that 
life was not extinct from the first. After 
having rem ained suspended twenty m in­ 
utes the physicians pronounced anima­ 
tion gone. 
The body was taken down 
and placed in a plain coffin. The crowd, 
which had rem ained waiting patiently 
waiting on the outside during the whole 
time was now perm itted to view the re­ 
mains. Women and men crowded around 
the coffin and viewed the features, which 
were very placid and natural in expres­ 
sion. The body was immediately removed 
to the cemetery for interm ent. 
None of 
Landreth’s relatives were present in Dal­ 
las at the time of the execution. 
It is 
noteworthy that to-day is the anniversary 
of the lynching of Kelly, who killed his 
wife at McCoy. The scene of the lynch­ 
ing was but a few yards north of th at of 
the execution. 


A LONG VOYAGE. 


T lie C o ro n e t A rrive* a t S an D iego In 
105 D ay*. 
S a n D ie g o , July 7.— The yacht Cor­ 
onet, 105 days from New York, on her 
trip around Cape Horn was sighted south 
of Coronado Island at 8 a. m. 
She fired 
her gun at 9.30 and anchored in San 
Diego bay at 10 o’clock. R. T. Bush, of 
New York, owner of the Coronet, and 
several friends immediately w ent aboard. 
The vessel is in an excellent condition 
and m et with no m ishap during the long 
voyage. She left New York March 22nd, 
and reached the equator in 17 days and 
four hours, having sailed 4,000 miles, 
making from 280 to 300 miles a day. 
From the equator to 23 degrees south 
she sailed with the southeast trades, but 
at 49 degrees south 
struck contrary 
baffling winds. 
On 
may 
4th 
she 
struck a gale which 
lasted twenty- 
four 
hours, 
but “ did 
no 
damage. 
It afterwards increased to a hurricane, 
ho s ever, blowing from northwest to 
west and 
southwest, and for twelve 
hours tlie yacht was in great danger. 
The Captain, in order to break the sea, 
threw overboard five barrels of fish-oil 
and allowed a cask of kerosene to run 
over the decks. The entrance to the 
straits of Magdalen was sighted May 8th 
in dead winter w eather,the mercury being 
being down to thirty-eight and forty- 
three degrees. 
She sighted Cape Horn, 
May 9th, and came around on the 13th. 
She met frequent gales and sailed against 
a strong head wind from the north 
nearly all the way through the Pacific; 
from June 1st to June 12th, m et baffling 
winds and crossed the equator on the 
18th; only spoke one vessel on the entire 
voyage and sailed 25,000 miles. 
Captain Crosby, who sailed her out, 
reports an exceedingly fine trip, although 
encountering some heavy weather, and 
making the run without the loss of a spar 
or breaking a rope. For the past thirty- 
six hours she had been becalmed, about 
forty miles off to sea, the only time that 
the log failed to register progress on the 
trip. Dr. Hubbard was the Coronet’s 
only passenger. 
A salute of three guns was fired on her 
arrival, with the dipping of the colors on 
the Lurline, Aggie, La Paloma and other 
yachts in the port. 
The yacht will be overhauled here,and 
before long Mr. Bush and a party of 
friends will start on a ten m onth’s trip. 
The route will be via Honolulu, Yoko­ 
ham a, Bombay, Suez Canal and the 
M editerranean Sea¡ to New York, when 
the cratt will have completed the circuit 
of the world. 
The crews of the yachts Aggie and 
Lurline were entertained at the Hotel 
Coronado last night.

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C h ic a g o , July G.—Genera) Manager 
Stone, of the C. B. &. Q. railroad, has 
furnished the Associated Press with a 
long statement giving the history of the 
dynamite plot. He says about the mid­ 
dle of May the company was informed 
of a plot to destroy its property by dyna­ 
mite, and that Bowles was about to leave 
town to put the plan in operation. Bow­ 
les did leave Chicago, having taken 
dynamite caps with him from the room 
occupied at the Grand Pacific by Chair­ 
man Hoge, of the General Grievance 
Committee. On the 29th of May, near 
Aurora, an engine struck explosive mate- 
trial which bore strong evidences of dy­ 
namite. The engine was badly damaged. 
On remnants of the paper found was the 
mark of the manufacturer, the same * 9 
on the cartridges in the possession of the 
men arrested on Thursday. Shortly after 
this Bowles was at Noblesville, where he 
was supi lied with funds by a draft from 
J. A. Bauereisn, Chairman of the Griev­ 
ance Committee, who was also arrested 
this morning. Broderick was at this 
time at Crestón, Iowa, where he repeat­ 
edly requested Bauereisn to send Bowles 
with his goods, as it was a favorable 
place for operations. Bowles accordingly 
went to Crestón and paet Broderick. A 
few hours after Bowles left Crestón 
another explosion took place in the 
Cretton yards, with all the circum­ 
stances and evidences of the previous 
explosion. During this time, Broderick 
and Bowles had been furnished with a 
letter of introducti on to various members 
of the Brotherhood, stating they were 
acting on business of importance to the 
Brotherhood, and asking co operation 
from members. Such letters were found 
in their possession when arrested. Be­ 
fore going to the train at Aurora on 
Thursday, Broderick went to the hall of 
the Brotherhood and got the package of 
dynamite which was taken on the train. 
This package had been taken to the hall 
by Bauereism on April 10th. 
Chairman Hoge issued a circular to 
Chief Engineers and members of the 
divisions of the Brotherhood, reading as 
follows: 
“ The C. B. & Q. wants from four to five 
hundred more engineers. 
We have de­ 
cided to ask you to furnish one or two 
men from your division. 
We ask the 
same of all divisions to come and apply 
for positions under assumed names and 
as Boon as they get positions to corre­ 
spond with John Showers, of Chicago, 
for instructions. The object is to disable 
engines in every way we can and quit 
work on a given day. * Supply the men 
with plenty of sal soda and emery.” 
A number of attempts were made to 
carry out the suggestions in this circular, 
but in all cases the applicants were re­ 
fused employment. Mr. Stone explained 
that the sal soda referred to in Hoge’s 
circular was to be put into the tanks of 
the engines to make the water foam and 
prevent steam, and to cause the burning 
of the crown sheets in the fire boxes. 
Emery was to be thrown on different 
parts of the machinery, to cause the bear­ 
ings to run hot and ruin them. The offi­ 
cers who went to Aurora to-day, returned 
to-night, 
bringing with them 
Aleck 
Smith, a striking fireman, who is said to 
have handled some of the dynamite.

Bauereisn 
R eleased 
Detectives 
After More Conspirators. 
Ch ic a g o , July 6 .— Bauereisn, the al­ 
leged dynamiter arrested to-day at Au­ 
rora, gave bail for .$5,000 this ’evening, 
and was released. 
Bail was furnished 
by J. A. Feidlejr, a Chicago. merchant. 
The three men arrested yesterday are 
still in jail, being unable to give bail for 
$15,000. Attorneys Donohoe and Davis 
have been retained to defend them in 
connection with any attorneys that may 
be selected by the Brotherhood ot En­ 
gineers. In conversation with Chairman 
Hoge to-day, the men denied all knowl­ 
edge of the dynamite and did not know 
who brought the stuff into the car. They 
said after they were arrested General 
Manager Stone came into the car and 
then one of the detectives took a package 
from a hat rack. They say they never 
saw the package until it was in the hands 
of the detective. Deputy United States 
Marshall Burchard left for Aurora this 
afternoon with a warrant for more of the 
alleged conspirators.

Reed, of Maine, referred to the recent 
speech made by Mills, in New York, and 
said that that gentlemen had been re* 
reiving in certain Democratic papers a 
good deal of praise for his manly bold­ 
ness in resisting his constitutenta on the 
subject of wool, and he hoped the gentle­ 
man would have the strength and brav­ 
ery to get up and avow to the House what 
his position was. 
Mills retorted sharply, attacking the 
Republican party anu its platform. A 
discussion of a political nature, between 
Mills , Reed, and Burrows, of Michigan, 
then continued for some time. 
Finally 
a vote was ordered and the amendment 
read by Stone was rejected, as also was 
the one submitted by Wagner, of Mis­ 
souri, restoring the present rate of duty 
on lead ore. 
On motion of Mills the clause was 
stricken out, which imposes a duty of 35 
per cent ad valorem on pen knives and 
razors, thus restoring to present rate. 
On motion of Mills a clause was insert­ 
ed, fixing the rate on new type for print­ 
ing, at fifteen per cent ad valorem. 
The sugar and molasses and confection­ 
ery clauses being reached by agreement, 
they were all considered together. After 
an understanding had been reached that 
a vote should not be taken to-day, Can­ 
non, of Illinois, offered an amendment 
striking out all of the sugar and molasses 
paragraphs and inserting clauses fixing 
be duties as follows: Sugars not above 
No. 1G, Dutch standard, syrnp, etc., and 
all molaBses testing not above 65 degrees, 
not otherwise provided for, are to be ex­ 
empt from duty, in the event that no ex­ 
port duty is levied by the country of 
exportation.

It is also provided that to encourage 
domestic production, there shall be paid 
a bounty to United StateB producers of 
sugar from beets, sorghum and other 
cane raised in the United States as fol­ 
lows : On sugar, two cents per pound; 
on molasses above fifty six degrees, six 
cents per gallon; not above fifty-six 
degress, four cents. 
In supi>orting the amendment, Cannon 
alluded to the frauds which had grown 
up under the present law, and criticised 
the bill for perpetuating these frauds.

7 . — Kilgore, of 
Texas, presented a conference report on 
the bill to ratify the act creating the

The regular order was then demanded, 
being an aye and no vote, on the Land 
Grant Forfeiture bill, which was passed 
on a vote of 177 to 8. 
The House then went into committee 
of the whole on the Tariff bill, the pend­ 
ing paragraph being that relating to iron 
or steel railway fish plates or splice bars. 
Buchanan’s motion to strike out the 
paragraph was rejected. The reading of 
the bill then progressed rapidly, motions 
made on the Republiean side to strike 
out many of the paragraphs being rejected 
generally without division and with little 
debate. 
Farquhar’s amendment increasing and 
scaling duties in proportion to the size of 
fita», pretailed by a vote of 64 to Gi. 
Mills, however, demanded tellers, and 
the amendment was rejected.

crushed in. 
One section of the boiler 
was carried across the Allegheny river, a 
distance of one thousand feet.

piece struck a school house 1,200 feet 
away and tore out the end of the build­ 
ing. 
A scene of the wildest excitement 
followed the explosion. Fully sixty men 
were at work in the tannery.

Another Supposed Dynamiter 
Arrested. 


NEWS PERTAINING TO THE RAIL. 


An O perator's Mistake—Stampede in 
F reig h t Rates—W agner In ­ 
junction Dissolved.

C h i c a g o , July 6 . — J . A. Bauereisn, an 
officer of the Aurora, 111., Division of tire 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
was brought to Chicago this morning under 
arrest, by Deputy United States Mar­ 
shall Heis, charged with complicity in 
the alleged dynamite plot against the 
Burlington railroad. Bauereisn is the 
mysterious fourth man who elluded the 
officers yesterday when three arrests 
were made. 
In regard to the latest arrest, General 
Manager Stone, of the Burlington, said 
this morning: ‘‘Bauereisn is the Chief 
Engineer of Division 32 of the Brother­ 
hood of Aurora, which is one of the 
principal lodges on our road. For two 
years he has been a member of the Gen­ 
eral Grievance Committee, and is also 
Chairman of the Aurora Local Grievance 
Committee. He was arrested under the 
United States statutes, which prohibit 
the carriage of dynamite on passenger 
trains. 
Beyond this, Stone was not disposed to 
talk, but it was evident that the officials 
of the company regarded the arrest as 
moat important one. 
Bauereisn was seen by an Associated 
Press representative this forenoon and 
to him he stated that he knew nothing 
whatever of the charges preferred agains 
him and that his arrest was a total sur- 
C 
ise to the men arrested. He said that 
i knew Bowles from the fact that he 
had been in his division of the Brother­ 
hood with others,but he had no acquain 
loaos with. him. 
When asked if he suspected that he 
was being watched,he said not more than 
anybody else. He had known that there 
were detectives around in Aurora dog­ 
ging the Brotherhood men, but he bad 
no reason to suppose he was particularly 
tingled out. 
In reply to a question the prisoner 
stated that Aurora was his birth-place, 
and that he had lived there ever since he 
was born. 
He said he had been qnietly 
at home since the strike began, except 
two days that he attended a committee 


When Marshal ^ a r s h was questioned 
concerning the captured letters he said, 
excepting the missive thrown out of the 
car window by Broderick, the documents 
were letters of introduction from the 
Brotherhood officials, stating that the 
bearers were on Brotherhood business. 
Concerning the letter so hurriedly thrown 
away by Broderick, neither the Marshal 
nor District Attorney Ewing would say a 
syllable, and they flatly refused to allow 
it to be seen. 
The Marshal in reply to inquiries said,

that although the charges against Bauer­ 
eisn and others involved now only a fine, 
the indictment could, if criminal intent 
were shown, be greatly altered. In that 
case the punishment upon any of the 
accused would be hard labor as a Federal 
convict m the penitentiary. 
Banereisn is an open-faced, broad­ 
shouldered man about thirty-five, with 
bronzed honest-looking features. 
He 
talked very frankly and bore himself in 
a very honest way.

When you get to work 
give us the value of our money,” and 
which Attorney General Webster stated 
the police found in Carey’s house, Par­ 
nell said that doubtless genuine letters 
from Egan were found there, but Egan 
had never been legally charged, and he 
had sent a cablegram denying the au­ 
thorship of the letters attributed to him.

He said he 
had not used a signature similar to the 
one attached to this letter, since 1879. 
He had then adopted a different style of 
signature. f“Oh,” from the Ministerial 
benches.] The letter of June 10, 1882, 
was also a forgery. 
The Byrne letter was doubtless genu­ 
ine, but he had never sent Byrne am 
money. 
He had subscribed a sinal 
amount to the Byrne testimonial. “The 
great majority cf the letters read at the 
trial,” Parnell continued, are palpable 
forgeries; if they are credited it makes 
it supposed that I deliberately put my­ 
self in the power of a murderer, th a t'I 
was an accessory to the Phoenix Park 
murders before and after the fact, and 
that 1 entered Kilmainham jail desiring 
to assassinate Mr. Foster. 
The absurd­ 
ity of the whole series of letters, with 
a few exceptions, shows them to be for­ 
geries.

There were about 1000 convicts in 
it, and 950 of them were colored people. 
The principle work is on farms, but there 
are manufacturing institutions. 
Ex-Governor Lucius Fairchild, of Wis­ 
consin, said he had not come with any 
prepared address, but simply to- testify 
his thanks and appreciation of what the 
State Boards of Charity are doing for the 
people.
